COURTAULDS’ NEW 
DEVELOPMENT 


Mr. Samuel Courtauld, chairman of 


Courtaulds, Ltd., has issued a statement to 
stockholders which will take the place of 
the usual address made at the annual meet- 


ing of the company. This is to be held on 


the 20th inst. After dealing at some length 


with changes in the company’s normal 
working, caused by the war, and the 
obscurity of the immediate outlook for the 
textile industry, Mr. Courtauld turns his 
attention to the more distant view. He says 
that after the war Great Britain, in common 
with most of the world, will need reclothing, 
and the longer the war lasts the greater will 
be the — That means that there will 
be a huge demand for textiles, and he believes 
that Courtaulds, Ltd., will be well in the 
running in helping to meet that need. Every- 
thing is being done to conserve the company's 
resources for use at the right moment. A 
new development which is taking place in the 
company’s business is in the use of the 
company’s staple fibre in the woollen and 
worsted industries. Yorkshire is taking a 
great interest in this fibre, and new methods 
of making it suitable for fabrics of wool- 
like character are very promising. Mr. 
Courtauld states that the Canadian and 


American companies are making satisfactory 


progress. ) 


Irish Industrials 

The Irish Industrial market is rather sub- 
dued these days, and some selling has caused 
a falling off in values. This liquidation is 
mainly - to the uncertainty of maintaining 
supplies of raw materials, without which 
many of the industries will find it difficult 
to carry on. ' 

W. and H. M. Goulding Ordinary shares 
were recently lowered to 24s. This old- 
established concern has a proud financial 
record, and has paid an Ordinary dividend 
of 6 per cent. for several years past. For the 
current year an unchanged interim of 3 per 
cent. was paid, but the directors, at the 
end of last year, pointed out that, although 
every effort was being made to obtain 
raw material, the position was extremely 
difficult, and the factories were on short pro- 
duction. The company’s year ends on the 
30th June, and many people are nervous as 
regards the fina] results. 

. J. Carroll and Co. Ordinary shares are 
now down to the low level of 22s. This is 
another Irish concern which has enjoyed 
satisfactory trading conditions in the past. 
Since it was made a public company Ordinary 
shareholders have received a dividend of 
7 per cent. Here also the uncertainty re- 
garding supplies, coupled with fears regard- 
ing further taxation in the Irish Budget, are 
the main reasons for the prevailing dullness. 


Age-limit suggested for Rail 


Directors 


Criticism of the age of railway directors 
was made at both the Great Western Rail- 
way and Southern Railway annual meetings 
in London yesterday. Opposing the re-election 
en bloc of retiring directors of the Great 
Western Railway, Councillor Wilson moved 
that each should be re-elected separately. 
One, he said, was 86, and others 83 and 78. 
His motion was defeated, and the directors 
were re-elected en bloc. When retiring 
directors of the Southern Railway were re- 
elected a stockholder gave notice that at the 
next annual meeting he would propose that 
no one over 65 should be eligible for election.

Democracy’s Arsenal 


The Prime Minister of England paid a 
glowing tribute yesterday to the United 
States. He described the Lease-and-Lend 
Bill, which received President Roosevelt's 
signature on Tuesday night, as ‘‘ this 
monument of generous and far-seeing 
statesmanship”’: with its passing, he 
said, the Government and people of the 
United States have ‘‘ written a new Magna 
Carta.“ Nobody will contend that this 


vagent ; for the bill offers princely aid to 
Mr. Churchill’s nation—aid, indeed, which 
no prince in history could have contributed 
to any cause. Already President Roosevelt 
has recommended Congress to make a 
Budget appropriation of. 7,000,000,000 
dollars—equivalent to £1,750,000,000—for 
the help of the fighting democracies. This 
enormous vote will be devoted to certain 
strict purposes; more than a third part 
of it will be spent on the provision of 
aircraft and aeronautical materials, while 
the rest will be distributed in varying 
proportions between ordnance, agricultural 
and industrial commodities, tanks and 
armoured cars, thips and all the other 
ingredients that make up the mechanism 
of modern warfare. With such resources 
at their back, the chances of the 
democracies will be far rosier. There is 
virtually no form of material assistance 
which the United States is not at liberty, 
under the bill, to,render. Her help need 
not be confined to war material, in the 
strict sense of the word. She can send 
wheat and other foodstuffs—which are as 
necessary to Great Britain’s survival as 
any form of armament. She can permit 
the entry of British warships into 
American harbours, where they are at 
liberty to remain until repairs can be 
effected—if repairs are needed—and these 
repairs will be at American expense. Most 
important of ‘all, perhaps, there appears 
to be no reason, within the terms of the 
bill, why the United States should not 
furnish Great Britain and the other fight- 
ing democracies with the ships that will 
be required for the transport of American 
supplies across the ocean. From the be- 
ginning of the European war until this 
week American vessels have been forbidden 
to enter the “war zone, lest their 
presence should give rise to dangerous 
incidents; and one of Britain’s chief 
difficulties has been her lack of sufficient. 
vessels to transport her purchases from 
America. The bill, to all appearances. 
alters this situation. Ships from now 
onwards can be sold, lent or chartered to 
Britain at the will of President Roosevelt’s 
Administration. 

What effect this assurance of American 
aid will exercise upon Herr Hitler’s 
prosecution of the war remains to be seen. 
By all odds of reasoning, it ought to 
hasten his plans—whatever they may be— 
for a final blow against England.

There can be little doubt that 
Japan’s entrance into the war would 
be of great assistance to the totalitarian 
Powers. It could not fail to exert a pro- 
found influence upon public opinion in 
the United States; for, even if the 
Japanese army is tired, and the air force 
poor by modern standards, the Japanese 
navy is quite formidable enough to disturb 
any other Power. If Japan should decide 
to take a hand, the bulk of the American 
navy would be needed in the Pacific, and 
the American people might be led to 
think twice before they parted with war- 
ships to Great Britain. There can be 
small doubt about the result of a direct 
conflict between the United States and 
Japan; but it could tend to slow the 
operation of the Lease-and-Lend Bill, and 
to that extent would be highly acceptable 
to Herr Hitler. Japan, however, will 
require a fair amount of persuading, and 
we think that Mr. Matsuoka will improve 
his knowledge of the Wilhelmstrasse before 
he commits himself and his country. War 
with America might be too much of a 
gamble for the Foreign Minister of an 
exceedingly shrewd race.

The King's Musick 


It is with regret that we read of the 
death of Sir Walford Davies, Master of the 
King’s Musick. At the age of seventy-one 
Sir Walford was still doing a great deal 
to bring the so-called classical music 
into popularity with the common people ; 
as recently as last Wednesday he was 
speaking on the wireless. In his early 
days Sir Walford Davies’s energies were 
devoted for the most part to church 
music; he was organist and choirmaster at 
St. Anne’s Church, Soho; Christ Church, 
Hampstead; and Temple Church, in all 
for a period of about thirty years. During 
that time he exerted a strong influence on 
English church music, and also composed 
a certain amount of church music himself. 
The Temple ” oratorio and the Every- 
man” cantata are among the better 
known of his compositions. In 1934 he 
succeeded Sir Edward Elgar as Master of 
the King’s Musick, and since then his 
influence on music in England has been 
both widespread and general. Like Sir 
Adrian Boult, he believes that England 
never can change from a nation of shop- 
keepers into a nation of musicians until 
the people learn to sing or to play musical 
instruments; merely to listen to music— 
even the best music—wil] not make the 
nation musical in the fullest sense of the 
word. With that object in view, Sir 
Walford started a series of talks called 
“Music in the Home, which were 
intended to encourage the performance of 
music among members of the family. Sir 
Walford was an excellent speaker as „ell 
as an authority on the subject, and his 
talks became highly popular with all 
classes of listener. For this reason the 
news of his death will be received with as 
much regret by the common people of 
England as by the musicians. One of the 
points about Sir Walford Davies which 
endeared him to the genera] public was 
the fact that, although his tastes in music 
definitely were highbrow, he was not 
unduly prejudiced against jazz. Most men 
in his position would have had nothing but 
abuse for jazz and light music, but Sir 
Walford saw good in both, and even went 
so far as to adniit that at times he felt 
acutely jealous when he listened to a well- 
executed piece of “swing” music. The 
news of his death is doubly distressing in 
view of the fact that it comes so soon after 
the death of another great figure in the 
musical world, that of Sir Hamilton Harty. 
Whether due to the inclemency of the 
weather, or whether merely due to an 
unfortunate sequence of coincidences, this 
winter seems to have been unusually hard 
on the musicians and men of letters; not 
war, but nature has thinned their 
numbers.

Wireless Programmes 


Since the outbreak of war radio pro- 
grammes have been steadily deteriorating 
both in quality and quantity. The B. B. C. 
cannot be blamed for that; to continue 
broadcasts at all under such conditions is 
no mean accomplishment. Interference 
recently has become so frequent and so 
severe that it has become almost impossible 
to listen for pleasure. The latest news on 
the subject of wireless seems to suggest that 
before long listening will be very severely 
reduced; for radio sets, valves and spare 
parts will be available only in very limited 
numbers. The Board of Trade recently 
started a scheme whereby the resources of 
the wireless industry will be utilised to 
supply war needs. In order to carry out 
such a scheme the reduction of supplies 
for civilian purposes will have to be 
carried out as soon and in as orderly a 
manner as possible. Theoretically, this 
scheme applies, of course, only to Britain; 
but it stands to reason that Ireland also 
will be affected by it to a like extent. 
It will be some time before the effects of 
the scheme are noticed, but sooner or later 
all wireless sets—however expensive—go 
out of order, and, if the war continues for 
any length of time, it is possible that 
wireless sets will become virtually un- 
obtainable. In Ireland the effect will 
be purely negative. In England a 
shortage of wireless sets would have 
a more positive effect; the people would 
be thrown back almost entirely on 
themselves, their families and their books 
for amusement. Already most forms of 
amusement are closed to them. The cinemas 
shut early, the theatres rarely open, and 
most other f of entertainment have 
disappeared almost entirely. At the same 


time, the people are spending more of their 


shelters; the latest statistics show that 
only 3 per cent. of the people of London 
go to the public shelters at night. Now,

The Authentic Touch 

Like a glimpse.of blue sky seen through 
a momentary break in the dull grey 
clouds, a story of no great consequence 
has appeared among the depressing mass 
of war news pouring along the cables from 
all parts of Europe, Africa and Asia.

Before they mounted 
the vehicle there had been another man on 
the roof, and he had sought the shelter of 
the empty coffin so that he might have a 
sleep. The voices of the other two had 
wakened him, and, as he began to 
scramble from his resting-place, he had 
asked a natural sort of question. It was, 
no doubt, the naturalness of the question 
that satisfied the travellers that they 
should, if they waited, see a shrouded 
figure arise from the coffin. They had-no

FOR BERLIN

TOKYO, Wednesday. 


Amidst thunderous cheers and shouts of 
“ Banzai,’’ the Japanese Foreign Minister 
Mr. Matsuoka, accompanied by a suite of 
eleven, left for Berlin and Rome to-night 
for talks with Herr Hitler and Signor 
Mussolini. 


Among those who saw the Foreign 
Minister off were: Lieutenant-General 
Hideki Tojo, Minister of War; Admiral 


Oikawa, Minister of the Navy; other Cabinet 
Ministers, the Army Chief of Staff, the 
Italian Ambassador, the German and 
Rumanian Chargés d’Affaires, and a number 
of German and Italian officers. 

Mr. Matsuoka will reach Manchuli, in 
Manchukuo, on Monday, and will continue 
the journey across Siberia.

In a leading article The Times remarks 
to-day :—The passage of the Lease and Lend 
Bill may well be remembered m the future 
as a turning-point hardly less significant than 
the entry of the United States into the war 
on the side of the Allies in the spring of 
1917. Mr. Roosevelt signed the bill late on 
Tuesday night within a few moments of its 
final approval by Congress, and, by way of 
showing that the comprehensive facilities 
created by it for “ lending, exchanging, sell- 
ing, transferring or leasing,’’ will not remain 
a dead letter, he ts asking Congress to vote 
the immense sum of 7,000,000,000 dollars in 
order to carry out its purpose. His request 
is supported by a letter defining again the 
purpose of the measure, and declaring that 
“it is the fixed policy of this Government to 
make for the Democracies every gun, plane 
and munition of. war we possibly can.” Mr. 
Churchill, m the House of Commons yester- 
day, expressed in moving terms the apprecia- 
tion and gratitude of the British nation for 
what he described as “an inspiring act of 
faith“ and a new Magna Carta affirming 
the rights of freedom everywhere. By this 
act America has proclaimed to the world the 
determination that Hitler shall not triumph, 
and has asserted her power to make good this 
resolve. 

The wise tactics of the President in allow- 
ing the debates on the bill in Congress to 
take their course without any attempt to 
hasten their conclusion, has been well justified 

the result. The debates have been a con- 
vmcing demonstration that the lend and 
lease” policy is the free choice of a large 
majority. of the elected representatives of the 
American people. Of the Senators who have 
opposed the bill, all but six declared them- 
selves in favour of an alternative proposal for 
a.cash loan of £500,000,000 to Great Britain, 
Canada and Greece. In the House of Repre- 
sentatives the proceedings terminated with a 
notable speech by the leader of the minority, 
who, in virtue of the democratic principle, 
accepted the verdict of the majority as that 
of the nation, and declared that Americans 
of whatever party were one people, un- 
daunted and determined that Americanism 
shall not disappear from the earth.”

It is claimed that an improve- 
ment in control would go a long way 
towards easing the position, and the h 
is expressed that the measures if may 
roposed to adopt will be announced 
without delay 


Rolling Stock Pool 


The railway authorities in Britain have 
decided to carry their freight rolling-stock 
pooling organisation a stage forward by 
the formation of inter-company control to 
meet the ever-increasing demands upon 
their resources. In peace-time each rail- 
way had its own organisation for the 
movement of rolling-stock, including the 
supply of empty vehicles, throughout its 
own system, and this has been worked 
satisfactorily for years. Soon after the 
beginning of the war a complete pool of 
certain and special types of vans was, 
instituted and worked well, and now the 
extension of war industries has rendered 
additional co-ordination imperative to deal 
with the movement of all rolling-stock. 
All stock will come under the control, 
which will deal with one and a quarter 
million railway freight vehicles. 


| Communal Feeding 


Communal feeding is steadily develop- 
ing in Britain, and thousands of people 
whose homes have been destroyed are now 
getting hot meals in London, under the 
auspices of the London County Council, 
no fewer than a hundred thousand meals 
being served each week at the one hundred 
and forty communal centres. These meals 
are available to wives and mothers who 
have no heat for cooking, and in many 
cases the meals are supplied to be taken 
away and eaten where desirable. Field 
kitchens are available in centres where 
gas or electricity is cut off. Some of the 


economising staff, and if is said that the 
hotels and restaurants are inclined to take 
a similar line. In the a local 
authorities are .being urged by the 
Ministry of Food to encourage communal 
feeding if only for reasons of economy, 
while it is poi out that, in the event 
of emergency, it would be possible to pro- 
vide meals for large numbers of people if 
the machinery is ready. 


Evacuees Return 


Serious consideration may have to be 
given to the compulsory evacuation of 
children from London and other large 
centres of population if those who have 
been sent away continue to drift back. 
Some of the children now in London have 
been evacuated three times, and it is esti- 
mated that there are about nine thousand 
more children in London now than there 
were three months ago. Many posters are 
still exhibited urging parents to send 
their children out of London, and the 
authorities are giving all possible facilities 
for this to be done, but few of the 
children are going, and more children are 
coming into London than going out. 
Possibly, the intensive revival of the Blitz 
may encourage the evacuation movement 
and prevent the return of those already 
away, but, in view of the undesirability 
of young children living in districts liable 
to attack, it is hoped that the trend will 
be reversed by voluntary means so that 
the necessity for compulsory measures will 
be prevented. i 


The Night’s Raid 


Last night’s air raids were more wide- 
spread than for some time past, but, 
though many districts were attacked, there 
is good reason to believe that casualtics 
were comparatively few, and that damage 
to property was not on a large ecale. 
During most of the raid period the attack 
was made by single machines and not by 
formations of bombers, but the single 
machines followed each other at frequent 
intervals, so that one had scarcely gone 
before another was heard. The incendiary 
bombs were soon extinguished, and in 
London there were no large fires. Just 
when the raid was at its heaviest there 
was a sudden hi, during which the roar 
of the British fighters could be heard, 
and shortly afterwards the all-clear 
signal: was sounded.

Sir Walford Davies 


The death of Sir Henry Walford Davies, 
K. C. V. O., coming so soon after Sir 
Hamilton Harty’s, has been a blow to the 
musical life of these islands. 

It was chiefly as a conductor of choral 
music—notably the masterpieces of Handel 
and Beethoven—rendered in the Temple 
Church, London, that Davies became 
prominent. 

During his twenty years’ association 
with the famous church, which has re- 
cently suffered from bombing, he composed 
with remarkable success, producing, among 
other works, '“ Everyman,” a mystery 
play with chorus, which has been 
frequently acted in London and in the 
large English cities. The impressively 
devotional quality of his creations, their 
propriety of form and style, have won 
for him the admiration of his fellow- 
countrymen and the highest opinion of 
foreign musical critics. 

In recognition of his services to the 
cause of English choral music he was 
knighted in 1922, and shortly after 
Oxford, Cambridge and Dublin Universi- 
ties honoured him with their degrees. 

One of his books, “The Pursuit of 
Music,” published in i935, which was 
largely a rechauffe of broadcasts, was 
accounted the best work on musical tuition 


which had been published for many years.

DIRECTOR’S PROPOSALS .

from Cairo. 
Italian losses in this region are said 


to be 31,000 men. 

The column is now ninety miles south of 
Jijiga, with no important Italian forces 
between it and that point. At Jijiga the road 
turns westward for fifty miles to Harar, and 
thirty miles after that is Diredawa, on the 
Djibouti-Addis Ababa Railway. 

he South African Air Force, in addition 
to giving the troops air protection, again 
bom and machine-gunned Italian concen- 
trations in the Jijiga-Harar region. The flyers 
reported that the Italians had apparently 
abandoned Jijiga Airfield. They have at least 
10,000 troops massed for the defence of the 
Jijiga-Harar region, however, and are reported 
to be working feverishly on new fortifications 
there. They are embarrassed by the fact that 
the existing fortifications face the other way. 
They envisaged the possibility of attack from 
Djibouti, but never thought an invading army 
would come from Italian Somaliland. 

This advance, undertaken by South Africans 
and black troops from East and West Africa, 
has proved the most successful of any of the 
seven boring operations into Italy’s East 
African Empire. 

Italian Josses in casualties and prisoners 
since the column crossed the Juba River less 
than a month ago are now estimated at 
31,000.

SUPPLIES SITUATION 


REVIEWED 

Mr. LEMASS (Minister for é mm“ 
described some of the speeches made during 
the last two days as calculated to promote in 
the country discontent with Parliamentary 
institutions. When foodstuffs were scarce, 
unemployment increasing, and the whole 
economic organisation becoming dislocated, 
there was a danger that people might be 
stampeded by false hopes into taking a course 
of action—through which they hoped to escape 
from unpleasant realities—that might well 
result in permanent damage to the State—even 
in the total destruction of the State. If there 
were remedial causes of the discontent, they 
must be removed; but all leaders of opinion 
inside the House and outside must co-operate 
to ensure that the public would understand 
the causes of the trouble, and the extent to 
which they arose from circumstances within 
their control or beyond it, The great number 
of the troubles was unavoidable. Reference 
had been made by a number of deputies to an 
alleged growth of opinion hostile to Parlia- 
mentary institutions. Apart from a few very 
obvious references to puties salaries and 
matters of that kind in the Irish Indepen- 
dent, which, for some motive that had never 
been made clear, never lost an opportunity to 
bring disrepute upon the House, he was not 
aware that that hostile situation had deve- 
loped, but he was fully alive to the possibility 
that it might develop if the institutions of 
the State were not fully and properly utilised 
to secure whatever solutions. were possible to 
the present difficulties. The idea held by 
some, that all their difficulties were due to 
errors on the part of the Government, should 
be killed. He asked Deputies to stop nag- 


ging. 

The Government knew well, in the light of 
circumstances as they now existed, that many 
of the steps which it took before this war to 
deal with a possible war situation, or which 
it took in the early days of the war against 
possible adverse developments, were inade- 
quate, having regard to events as they actu- 
ally had turned out. The Government did 
not know before the war what its course was 
going to be or when precisely it was going 
to start. Before war broke out they tried to 
get the largest possible reserves built up 
through existing trade channels, and after 
the outbreak of war certain importing organ- 
isations were set up.

RATIONING SYSTEMS 


If a national register was introduced it 
would have to be kept up-to-date every day 
of the year, and that would necessitate 
having an organisation set up throughout the 
country to supply headquarters with informa- 
tion of any variation of the original informa- 
tion.

WHEAT-GRO WING 
Deali with the wheat situation, Mr 
LEMASS said that deputies had asked why 
steps had not been taken much earlier to 
secure a considerable expansion in the area 
under wheat.

STRING ORCHESTRAL WORKS 


The Musical Art Society brought their 
sixth season to a close in the Aberdeen Hali 
of the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, last night, 
when they presented a very entertaining pro- 
gramme mainly devoted to string orchestral 
works.

A DREAM OF IRELAND IN 
THE COMING TIMES ''

It was not a very revolutionary dream, as 
most of us have thought along these lines 
from tine to time. fn an article entitled 
“ Dethrcne the Profit Motive, published by 
the Christian Century, Chicago, U. S. A., Dr. 
Temple, Archbishop of York, a man of out- 
standing scholastic ability and one of the 
greatest thinkers of the present age, who has 
spoken to us in Dublin, lays stress on the 
fact that the economic system of the past 
century, having definitely outlived its useful- 
ness, is showing signs of ceasing to work, 
and points to the invertion of the proper 
relations between finance, production and 
consumption as the essential evil in the 
ordering of European life. 

Two of the evils with which this system 
has failed to cope with are unemployment 
and the enigma of food being destroyed while 
people starve. Both these evils can be 
abolished, according to Dr. Temple, by 
“- dethroning the profit motive, as Mr. Wylie 
suggests. Of the unemployment problem, the 
Archbishop states :—‘‘ There are people who 
want to work and cannot work, because they 
cannot be ‘ profitably employed. Profitably 
to whom? That their work might be profit- 
able to the "nation and to themselves, no 
doubt. 

Unlike Mr. Wylie, Dr. Temple makes no 
attempt to outline an ultimate ideal. The 
Archbishop indicates some steps to be taken 
in the period just before us :— : 

(1) Limitation of liability by a company 
should be accompanied by limitation of 
profits. Surplus profits should be divided 
into various funds, as follows :— 

(a) An equilisation fund for maintenance 
of wages at a standard rate in bad times; 

(b) A similar equilisation fund for profits ; 

(e) A sinking fund for repayment of 


capital ; 

(d) A fund for extension of fixed capital; 

(e) A public service fund for administration 
by representatives of workers (includi 
management) and the State or loca 
authorities. 

(2) All share capital should be redeem- 
able over a period of years, so as to prevent 
the capitalist from levying a tax on the 
profits of a company for ever. 

(3) The contribution of labour must, equally 
with the contribution of capital, carry a 
title to representation on the board of 
directors, The investor gets his interest; the 
worker gets his wages. Tere is no reason 
why the former should get control and the 
latter should not. The two are alike 
necessary, and should share the control, so 
long as the concern is making any use of 
investments earning interest. 

It is hardly necessary to mention that one 
million pouads will not solve the problems 
of this we no matter how well managed 
it my be. am sure that the Government 
woul gadiy advance Mr. Wylie this paltry 
sum if by so doing he could turn this State 
into a Utopia, free from the economic chains 
of the British Empire, At any time, Britain 
may close down on the payment of divi- 
dends from abroad, and regard this yearl 
sum of thirteen million pounds as Eire’s 
contribution ‘owards the war effort, the 
argument being -that we have no right to 
wallow in the lap of luxury provided by 
the war workers, who are fighting for their 
very existence. Of course, indir , Britain, 
by withholding cur imports, are leaving us 
nothing to buy with the dividends, with 
the result that the dividends go back to 
London for further investment on the money 
market, which nowadays spurs on the war 
effort. 

Professor John Busteed has refrained from 
expressing his view on public policy 
of the censorship. Now that the rigours of 
the Censor have been modified, perhaps the 

rofessor would give his views on a priate 
Government action to bring into tásca thé

It takes times to locate these 
breakages and for repair gangs to reach the 
spots with their equipment, especially during 
stormy weather and during hours of dark- 
ness. At all times the Board’s staff has re- 
stored supply at the earliest possible moment, 
often ig oy, a the most arduous condi- 
tions.

(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON) 


Further evidence having been heard, the case 
was again adjourned in which Albert Buckley, 
William Tracy and his son, George Tracy, 
all residing at Dundrum, Dublin, are 
charged with having conspired to steal by 
means of a trick the sum of £7 3s. from the

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SENTENCE OF FIVE YEARS' 
PENAL SERVITUDE 


— — 


The State took an extremely serious view, 
in the present situation, of any person buying 
a boat or anything in the shape of a 


car—if they were not prepared to give a 
proper explanation of the 1 * for which 
it was required, said Mr. G. D. Murnaghan, 
when he mp for the State in a case in 
the Special Criminal Court yesterday. He 
added that if there was not some proper 
explanation for the purchase it must be one 
not in the interests of the safety or preserva- 
tion of the State. 

Mr. Murnaghan was opening the case 
against a former member of the Special 
Branch of the Civic Guards, James Crofton, 
of Dunbur road, Wicklow, who was charged 
with refusing to reveal, when questioned by 
a Chieti Superintendent of the Guards, the 
source from which he obtained £50, which 
he paid as a deposit on the purchase of the 
motor boat Venture from Michael Moriarty, 
of Fenit, Co. Kerry. 
Crofton was foand 
five years’ penal servitude. 
was refused 
A detective-sergeant in charge of records 
at Dublin Castle testified that Crofton joined 
the Guards in 1933, and applied to resign on 
February 4th of this year, saying that he 
wished to return to his former occupation, 
that of a seaman. He called to the office 
again on February 11th asking about his 
application, saying that he wanted to be off 
from the following day, as he had made 
arrangements to join a t and was anxious 
to get away, as he was about to engage on 
work of national importance and was due 
to join his boat on February 18th. Eventually 
arrangements were made to release Crofton 
from the service on February 12th. 

In reply to Mr. James P. Trainor, who 
appeared for the defence, the witness said 
that Crofton made no secret of the fact that

he was going to sea. 
Michael Moriarty, of Fenit, owner of the 
motor boat Venture, said that about 


Christmas time a man named Brosnan, of 
Dingle, came along to examine the boat. 
Crofton wrote to witness in January asking 
for particulars of the boat, and witness gave 
them to him, saying the price was £160. 
Crofton visited Fenit and inspected the boat, 
and on the Sunday before he was arrested 
he gave witness 1 . Crofton had 
said that he wanted the boat, which weighed 
between four and five tons and was suitable 
for tray ling, for fishing either in Waterford 
or Wexford. 

Crofton’s brother-in-law gave evidence 
that he was in Crofton’s house on 
February 13h, when Crofton said that he 
was buying a fishing boat, and that if any- 
body asked him about the matter he 
was to sa 
wee he sum of £160 was mentioned. 

A Chief Superintendent of the Civic Guards 
said that he interviewed Crofton in the Bride- 
well, Dublin, and, acting on the authority 
of the Minister for Justice, told him that 
he wanted a complete and truthful account 
about the £50. Crofton replied: I refuse 
to give any information about it. I won't 
answer any more questions. Take me back 
to my cell.” The witness said that he had 
first directed inquiries because of the boat's 


tion. It was then that Crofton came into the 
case because of his association with suspected 
prominent members of that organisation. 

Mr. Trainor said that he would not call 
any evidence for the defence. There “was 
an atmosphere of political intrigue in the 
case and the underlying suggestion that this 
four or five-ton boat was to be used for an 
illegal purpose. He suggested that the only 
urpose for which it could be used was that 
or which Crofton said he was procuring it. 
Mr. Trainor also submitted that the money 
could be procured in circumstances, not 
necessarily illegal, that a person would rather 
face a trial than disclose.
